BRIDPORT has been 
voted the best food town in 
the county for a second 
year running by the Taste 
of Dorset awards. 

Farm shops, cafes, 
restaurants and breweries 
in and around Bridport all 
picked up awards as more 
than 1,000 businesses 
fought it out for just 15 
main awards. 

The five award winners 
who helped Bridport take 
home the main award were 
Washingpool Farm, Brid¬ 
get’s Market, The River¬ 
side Restaurant at West 
Bay, Palmers Brewery and 
The Hive Beach Cafe in 
Burton Bradstock, who 
were all successful in their 
own categories having 
been nominated by their 
customers. 

The Riverside Restaurant 
at West Bay, which cele¬ 
brates its 50th anniversary 
this year, won the best 
restaurant award. 

Proprietor Arthur Wat¬ 
son, said: “We were 
shocked but delighted to be 
announced the winner of 
the restaurant category. To 
be nominated for the award 
by our diners makes win¬ 
ning this award even more 
special and rewarding. I 
am very proud of the 
Riverside team, their loy¬ 
alty, hard work and dedica¬ 
tion; without them the 
Riverside would not be the 
success it is. 

“I was also very pleased 
to see so many other local 
businesses winning top 
awards at the ceremony.” 

Washingpool Farm were 
winners of the best farm 
shop for the second year 
running. Manager Simon 
Holland said: “We are very 
proud to be best in Dorset 
for the second year.

Waste site talks today 

CRUNCH talks on the continuing £500,000 saga on 
where to situate a waste management site in Bridport 
will be held today (Wednesday). 

Cabinet members at Dorset County Council will 
today make a decision on the next steps in their 
search. 

It is thought councillors will fall in line with a recent 
report and vote in favour of the Broomhills site. The 
site has been whittled down from a possible 40. 

To date, work to deliver a new site in the area has 
cost £422,942. 

Additional investigations, including flood risks by 
the Environment Agency discussions with the 
landowner and protected species survey, will cost a 
further estimated £77,000. 

DCC head of waste management Steve Burdis said: 
"The search to find the most suitable site for a waste 
management centre is proving a long, complex and 
costly process, yet it's crucial we provide a new facility 
in Bridport at the earliest opportunity. 

"At this stage no final decision can be made about 
the site for a waste management centre."

ARTIST Lucy Young spoke to the View from this 
week having just launched her latest collection of 
artwork at the Blue Lias Gallery in Lyme Regis. 

Having grown up in the area Lucy moved to 
London where she studied Fashion at the Univer¬ 
sity of Westminster. Despite enjoying the city 
lifestyle Lucy couldn't keep away from the coast 
and has been back in Dorset for a number of 
years now. 

Lucy now lives in Uplyme with her boyfriend 
having recently moved from Charmouth. 

Lucy's latest collection of expressionist paint¬ 
ings, entitled "Incandescent Light of Dorset's 
Coast" was launched last weekend at the Blue 
Lias Gallery, where her work has been exhibited 
for four years. Lucy is known for her seascape 
paintings and is also represented by other 
coastal-based galleries in St Ives and South 
Wales. 

For anyone interested in meeting Lucy, she will 
be painting in the Blue Lias Gallery on Saturday, 
September 25th. 


■ HAVE you always painted seascapes? 

I think because I moved back here after uni, and I have 
always stayed in coastal locations since then, it became 
a massive inspiration to me. You can’t help but be in¬ 
spired by it. I’ve painted the Cobb so many times and it 
never ceases to amaze me how beautiful this area is. 

■ WHERE are the best coastlines to paint? 

The three favourites at the moment are here in Lyme 
Regis, and right across the Dorset coast as well, up to 
Lulworth Cove. Then down to Cornwall and St Ives Bay, 
there are lots of great coastlines down there. Also the 
Gower Peninsula in South Wales, there are lots of amaz¬ 
ing features along there. 

■ ARE there any places you would like to visit and 
paint? 

I spent some time travelling around Australia and New 
Zealand and I always thought I would go back and do 
some paintings there and maybe get represented by gal¬ 
leries over there. It has always been in the back of my 
mind to go back. 

■ HOW would you describe the style of your work? 

It has sort of evolved. I’ve created this signature of iri¬ 
descence and texture. My style is not naturalistic, I try 
to capture the essence of the place. How you feel when 
you sit by the ocean, and that lovely feeling you get. It 
would probably be considered expressionist or roman¬ 
tic. 



■ WHO are the artist that influence you? 

My most recent collection is based on Michael Turner be¬ 
cause I just love the way he paints light, he is known as 
the painter of light. I get very inspired by the way he has 
used light and captured it and that is what I tried to do as 
well. I try not to follow too many artists though because 
I think it’s important to have your own style and a lot of 
people do say that I have my own style. I think that is be¬ 
cause of my conscious effort not to copy anybody else. 

■ What made you come back to Dorset? 

Well when I was doing my degree in London every week- 
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end I just wanted to get back down to the coast. I felt quite 
claustrophobic living in London, I loved the lifestyle, 
there was a lot going on but I feel most alive when I am 
stood next to the ocean and that lovely expanse of space. 
So I couldn’t wait to get back. 

■ WHAT advice would you give to young aspiring 
artists? 

When I started at university I never thought in a million 
years that I would become an artist. I never thought you 
could make a living out of it and I just thought you’ve got 
to get a job and paint on the side. It was only the confi¬ 
dence I got from when my work started to sell that I 
started to think it was something I could do for a living. 
You’ve just got to have the confidence to go out there and 
show your work. I know it’s hard because I have had gal¬ 
leries turn me down and it is heartbreaking when that hap¬ 
pens but there will be galleries that do love your work and 
who will find the clients that love it too. And there is noth¬ 
ing better than selling a painting. 

■ IS it sad to see a painting go? 

Kind of but then I think that they have obviously bought 
that because they are going to get pleasure from looking 
at it and that makes me feel great that they are filling their 
home with my work and enjoying it. Sometimes there is 
the odd painting I fall in love with and its sad to see it go. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Ruth Jones, for some dry comedy value. Maybe as her 
Nessa Character from Gavin and Stacey for part of the 
evening. The Dalai Lama, for some wisdom and inspira¬ 
tion on life and Banksy, I am intrigued to find the mystery 
behind the artist even though his style is complete oppo¬ 
site to mine.

BRIDPORT Musical The¬ 
atre Company’s recent 
production of 42nd Street 
offered a thoroughly en¬ 
joyable night out. 

In a show chock-full of 
stand out performances, 
the self-tailored costumes 
themselves anchored this 
musical - adapted from a 
Bradford Ropes novel, in 
its original 1933 setting - 
with the makers’ eye for 
detail in the cut of the 
suits and the dresses dis¬ 
playing a real understand¬ 
ing of the era’s fashions. 

The talented cast belted 
out songs as they tip- 
tapped their way through 
a blistering repertoire of 
show tunes accompanied 
by a live band, perfect 
apart from the odd time 
they played over the 
actor’s dialogue. 

The cast, led by the 
stunning Jodie Glover as 
Peggy Sawyer, whose 
voice, dancing and comic 
timing was a joy to watch, 
proved their stars shone 
brighter than just your av¬ 
erage small town amateur 
thespians. 

The show revolved 
around Peggy’s hopes of 
making it into the chorus 
line of famous director Ju¬ 
lian Marsh’s (Ally 
Hughes) new show, hopes 
quickly bolstered as he 
falls for the pretty-young- 
thing. 

However, Peggy’s 
downtown hopes of mak¬ 
ing it are hampered by 
jealous lead Dorothy 
Brock, (Kerren McAlister 
Bell), and it’s only when 
she breaks her ankle on 
opening night the scene is 
set for Peggy to become 
the star she wishes she 
were - and the universal 
tale of any aspiring show¬ 
man’s late-night dreams 
of stardom start to un¬ 
ravel, culminating in the 
blistering rendition of title 
song ‘42nd Street’. 

Stand out performances 
on the night came from 


Ally Hughes, whose 
American accent and 
make-up completely 
transformed the 25-year- 
old Bridport boy into the 
shows 40-odd-year-old 
Yank character. 

The infectious personal¬ 
ity of Sophie McAlister 
Bell as Anytime Anne 
also shone throughout the

Waste site talks

The final report, highlighting a shortlist 
of seven, identified Broomhills as the 
favoured site above, Gore Cross (North of 
Watford Lane) and Miles Cross 2 (South of 
West Road) were all assessed as having de¬ 
velopment potential. 

It is believed Broomhills has the greatest 
development potential and in light of the 
Highways Agency's current position of'no 
fundamental objection'and its direct ac¬ 
cess from the A35. 

Today's meeting will seek Cabinet sup¬ 
port for the conclusions of the final report 
and permission to carry out additional as¬ 
sessments on the suitability of the 
Broomhills site. 

Mr Burdis said: "If the Cabinet gives the 
go-ahead for the additional works to be 
carried out, the findings of the assess¬ 
ments, discussions with the landowner 
and costs of development will be reported 
to Cabinet for a decision on the next stage 
of the process." 

Bridport's current household recycling 
centre in South Street is thought to be too 
small and fails to meet the demands of 
local people. 

The new site will include a full range of 
recycling facilities including better access 
for residents and businesses, whilst reduc¬ 
ing queuing time. 

The centre should save around £450,000 
per year currently paid to West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council because their vehicles have to 
travel to Wareham to dispose of their 
waste. 

It will also enable WDDC the opportunity 
to provide enhanced recycling collection 
services, which will help divert more rub¬ 
bish away from landfill.

Bees in storming start to 
the 2010-2011 season 


B RIDPORT Football Club have made a storming 
start to the 2010-2011 season with the first team 
winning their opening five league games in the 
Toolstation Western League Division One. 

Managed by former pro Trevor Senior, who played for 
Reading, Watford and Middlesborough and was also 
the boss at Weymouth for a while, The Bees opened 
the season with a 2-0 victory at home to Bradford Town 
and followed this with wins over Elmore, Welton Rovers, 
Roman Glass SG, Oldland Abbots and Shepton Mallet. 
Their only hiccup along the way was a stinging 6-0 de¬ 
feat by Clevedon Town in the FA Cup preliminary qual¬ 
ifying round. 

Bridport is a club steeped in history, having been 
formed on October 7th 1885 by a group of members of 
the town's cricket and lawn tennis Club. 

The club played just two matches in its first season, 
with their maiden game being at Dorchester on Febru¬ 
ary 4th 1886, losing 5-1. The second was at home to 
Evershot, which Bridport won 3-1 
The first ten years were taken up playing friendly 
matches throughout Dorset. Then in 1896 the club 
joined the newly formed Dorset League, where they 
stayed for just two seasons. During the following 20

years the club entered the South Dorset League and 
then the West Dorset League where they won the 
championship in the 1907/08 season, losing only one 
of their 14 matches and scoring 62 goals with only six 
against. 

They again won the title the following season, by five 
points from local rivals Beaminster, After these suc¬ 
cesses it was decided to rejoin the South Dorset League 
where they came joint top in their first season, losing 
the championship decider against Somerset Light In¬ 
fantry 3-1. 

The club gained revenge the following year by win¬ 
ning the championship outright. In 1912 they joined 
the Perry Street League coming top in the first season. 

Reserves formed 

At the end of the First World War a reserve side was 
formed to continue playing in the Perry Street League, 
while the first teat re-entered the South Dorset League. 
Since that time both teams have made steady progress 
through the county League to the leagues where they 
both now play. 

In the early years the club had many pitches, includ¬ 
ing ones in Bothenhampton, Pymore Road, Bradpole

Road and South Mills, before moving to the Cricket 
Ground where they stayed for almost 40 years. 

In 1931 the Crown Ground, now occupied by Groves 
Nursery, became their new home and later they moved 
to their present headquarters at St Mary's field, consid¬ 
ered to be one of the best pitches in Dorset football. 

Three years ago the club renovated the Beehive social 
facility to include a skittle alley which is now used ex¬ 
tensively by local organisations for functions. 

At the same time, new dressing rooms were built

Jane is Bridport's Town Crier and is 
doing a lot for the Hat Festival 
including workshops with older 
people and a learning disabled 
group using hats and songs. 
HAVE used hats as a therapeutic 
tool in many different settings; in 
psychiatric day hospitals, wth 
people with learning difficulties and 
with older people who have demen¬ 
tia. 

On the whole hats immediately 
lighten the mood in a group; people 
often look silly or amusing in the 
hats that I use which creates a cheer¬ 
ful and fun-filled atmosphere. Hats 
work in completely different ways to 
masks which can be very intense 
and sometimes cary. 

Hats can trigger memories and sto¬ 
ries, possibly of a different culture or 
a different era, or a story of a certain 
situation a person was once in when 
they encountered or wore a particu¬ 


lar hat. Sometimes I encourage peo¬ 
ple to make up stories of who they 
might be in a particular hat, or who 
they might meet wearing the hat. 
This can produce wonderful imagi¬ 
native tales. People have been quite 
moved by the stories that hats trig¬ 
ger, particularly if they bring up is¬ 
sues to do with relationships or 
times gone by. 

More recently I have combined the 
use of hats with song. I now have 
quite a selection of songs which fea¬ 
ture hats, some familiar and some I 
have created. I also encourage the 
group to make up their own hat 
rhymes, songs and tongue twisters. 
We have used instruments, clapping 
and rhythm to accompany these 
compositions. 

Hats have so much potential, I am 
hoping to have a hat dance or two 
ready for the weekend of the Hat 
Festival.

DEEPLY PURPLE, the UK's premier Deep Purple tribute band, are heading 
to Lyme Regis later this month.

Few bands have ever improvised around a song 
as well as Purple, it was an integral part of their music, as it is of mine."

AFTER sell out performances last year at Dorchester 
Corn Exchange, Bridport Arts Centre and Poole 
Lighthouse, acclaimed physical theatre company, 
Angel Exit Theatre, in conjunction with Dorchester 
Arts, are re-touring Moonfleet.

Superb food and a top night out with 
friends at Dorchester's Rajpoot 

ReView by Fred Thomson 


R egarding ourselves as a group of friends who like to experiment with 
many types of Indian Cuisine on a regular basis, I took it upon myself 
to organise a trip last Tuesday evening from Lyme Regis to Dorch¬ 
ester to experience the Rajpoot Indian Restaurant, and wow was it worth 
it! 

Ten of us made the journey and were treated to one of the most amazing 
dining experiences we could have hoped for. On arrival the fresh new look 
of the modern restaurant was what caught the eye, the waiting/bar area 
was mood lit with deep purple decor, water features, mirrored ceiling and 
comfy arm chairs where we sipped on cool, crisp Indian lagers before wait¬ 
ing for our party to congregate. 

We were then shown through the deceptively long restaurant to our 
table that was laid to perfection, particularly taking note of the intricate 
details like the unique cutlery and crockery. The Menus were nicely pre¬ 
sented with an extensive list of contemporary specials accompanied with 
some more traditional favourite dishes. 

We happily munched on poppadums and chutneys, and bantered by

Other meals chosen included Curried (whole) lobster 
and Chicken Shaslick with Saffron Rice. 

The night was wrapped up with coffee and chocolates as everyone was too full for 
desert and the manager at the door bid us all a pleasant farewell as we left.

LEACH SPINS DORSET TO TITLE 


Dorset 245 (Treagus 80no, Morgan 49, Houston 5-52) 
and 262 (Denham 71) beat Lincolnshire 254 (Atri 118, 
Waller 4-96) and 118 (Leach 6-21, Treagus 2-10) by 135 runs 

A SUPERB spell of bowling on the final day by teenage bowler 
Jack Leach saw Dorset crowned Minor Counties champions at 
Dean Park in an absorbing match against Lincolnshire on 
Wednesday. 

The Fen county had no answer to left arm spinner Leach who 
scythed through the batting to claim 6-21 as Dorset swept to 
victory by 135 runs. 

Chris Park, captain in the absence of the unavailable Tom 
Hicks, won the toss and decided to bat, and a third wicket stand 
of 90 between Chris Morgan (49) and Glyn Treagus which was 
the backbone of the Dorset first innings. 

Wickets continued to tumble but a stand of 31 for the last 
wicket between Treagus, who ended 80 not out, and Mitch Wil¬ 
son (20) saw the hosts reach a respectable 245 all out. 

Lincolnshire's reply was held together by a solid century from 
former Nottinghamshire batsman Vikram Atri who was ninth 
man out for 118, after helping his team recover from 179-7 by 
adding 75 for the last three wickets to give the visitors a slender 
lead of nine on first innings. 

Max Waller with 4-96 was the most successful Dorset bowler 
with both Ed Denham and Wilson chipping in with a brace 
apiece. 

Dorset's top order gave them a solid start to their second in- 
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nings and at 116-2 but a mid-order collapse saw them struggle 
to 159-7 until Matt Metcalfe (36) was joined by Denham. They 
added 82 for the eighth wicket, and when Denham was last out 
for a magnificent 71 in a total of 262, Dorset had at least set 
their opponents a reasonable target. 

Lincolnshire on the other hand were looking to Atri to repeat 
his first innings performance, but just as he appeared to be 
making a move he was brilliantly caught by Waller for 24 leav¬ 
ing the visitors on 44-4. 

Skipper Paul Cook (18) and Liam Andrews (36) looked to re¬ 
build the innings with a half century fifth wicket stand but 
when Cook became Leach's third victim of the day, the writing 
was on the wall. 

Leach helped himself to another three wickets; fittingly fin¬ 
ishing the match by bowling Colin Cheer as the visitors finished 
118 all out. 

This was only the second time that Dorset has won the title 
since they joined the competition over a century ago, and man¬ 
ager Sean Walbridge was understandably cockahoop when he 
spoke to the View From: "Even though it was an evenly 
matched contest on the first three day, we were confident that 
bowling last, it was going to be difficult for them to chase down 
the total with us having four quality spinners. 

"Having said that, we held some good catches as well. 

"We thought we might have got over 300 in the first innings 
when Glyn, who showed superb patience and discipline, and 
Chris were going so well, but 245 was about par for the wicket. 

Matt Metcalfe and Ed Denham's second innings stand of 82 
set the match up for a great finish and gave us a chance after 
we were in trouble, and after Max got rid of Atri with a magnif¬ 
icent catch, Jack produced some superb bowling to give us a 
comfortable win in the end.

WEYMOUTH 17pts,WIMBORNE 2nd 17pts 

THE Weymouth pitch was certainly well grassed for this open¬ 
ing league encounter of the 2010/2011 season. 

There was a gusty breeze blowing straight down it, however, 
that threatened to make throwing in at the lines out difficult, 
and the home side had it at their backs during the first period. 
The opening exchanges belonged to the visitors however.They 
pinned the home side in their own twenty two, won two penal¬ 
ties, one of which they kicked from ground and kicked it wide, 
the other they kicked to the corner. They won the ensuing li- 
neout too, only for Weymouth to drive them back, and to win 
a penalty in turn that enabled them to clear the danger. Winn- 
borne then infringed in turn, but the home place kicker was 
off target from in front, as well as with a couple of more difficult 
attempts subsequently. They were having the better of things 
in the set scrums however, but their cause was not helped 
when Carter was sent to the bin for retaliation after some 
twenty five minutes. They were playing some good rugby, but 
only in patches at this stage and both sides were conceding 
too many penalties for their own peace of mind. 

Wimborne then mounted a useful attack through their back 
division during the final few minutes of the half that Weymouth 
checked scant metres from their own line and at the cost of a 
penalty.

Although now with the wind in their faces, Weymouth in¬ 
creased their lead within five minutes of the restart. They 
kicked a penalty to the corner, won the ensuing lineout and 
Julian Quick peeled off the maul and crashed over in the cor¬ 
ner. The conversion kick into the wind narrowly missed and 
Wimborne's response was immediate. 

Within ten minutes they had kicked a penalty to the corner 
in turn and rolled the maul over the home line out wide. The 
conversion kick from a wide angle went over via an upright and 
the scores were tied at 12-12 with half an hour left. 

This was the visitors' best period. They were using the wind 
well and, some five minutes later, they kicked to the corner, 
worked the ball infield from the lineout, before sending it back 
through their backs and their winger touched down by the flag 
for an unconverted try.

THE day ended with a most satisfying win for the Weymouth 
second string. The first 40 minutes was, seemingly, evenly con¬ 
tested, with the only scores coming from a Peplow penalty 
goal, countered by a similar home effort. 

Weymouth stretched away after the break. Out half Peplow 
scored a try that he converted himself.Terry George scored an¬ 
other, unconverted this time, and Les Moon got over late on, 
with Peplow again adding the extras.

INGS CAN ONLY GET BETTER FOR MAGPIES 



DORCHESTER TOWN 1 
EBBSFLEET UNITED 2

DORCHESTER Town slipped to their sixth defeat on the sea¬ 
son to remain firmly rooted to the bottom of the Blue 
Square Bet South league when Craig Stone rifled home the 
winner of this entertaining match with just eight minutes 
left. 

It looked as if the Magpies would at least earn a point 
until Ryan Hill's weak clearance from another right wing 
cross went straight to Stone on the edge of the box. He 
right foot shot didn't give Simon Evans a chance as he 
smashed the ball high to the keeper's right and in off the 
underside of the crossbar.
